N° diocese is stronger than its 
parishes. In periods of indus- 
trial depression and of agricultural 
bankruptcy parishes are able to 
send very little money to the dio« 
cesan office, and therefore the re- 
sponsibility of the Bishop for de- 
faulted parish obligations must 
become only a theory. If the 
Chancery Office does not receive 
evidently it cannot pay out.

No matter what the. technical 
hability of the Bishop may be in 
relation to parish obligations, 
where there is inability to pay the 
obligation cannot be there. Yet 
every Bishop must do his utmost 
to uphold the credit of his diocese, 
and to meet what is often termed 
a moral obligation in relation to 
creditors of parishes which default, 


Few Catholic people have any 
grasp of the magnitude of diocesan 
needs, and this explains why 
wealthy Catholics seldom rememe 
ber the diocese as such in their 
last wills. This may be the fault 
of priests or even of the Bishop 
himself, who does not apprise the 
people of these needs except when 
announcing the regular annual cole 
lection for the support of orphans, 
or of students preparing for the 
priesthood, or of infirm and aged 
priests. | 


The expenses- of the diocese are 
always increased to a great degree 
rather than diminished during per- 
iods of unemployment. For in- 
stance, during the present depres- 
sion the number of dependent chil- 
dren in every diocese has practical- 
ly doubled; many parents who are 
out of. work send their children, at 
least temporarily, to the Orphan 
Asylum. Pastors who receive prac- 
tically no income for personal sup- 
port must often receive a subsidy 
from the diocese, and the Bishop 
is often forced to borrow money 
with which to meet fuel bills of 
poor parishes. 


Students preparing for the 
priesthood must be’ supported as 


in normal times. Every diocese 
must do its bit to support the 
Home and Foreign Missions, to 


provide help for priests who are 
broken down hecause of. advanced 
age or sickness.’ The clerical work 
im every Chancery Office must be 
maintained. Then the interest on 
diogesan debts must be met as 
well’ as interest on parish debts— 
and, of course, the’ money with 
which to take care of -all these ob- 


i\ligations must come from the peo- 


ple through the pastors, since ‘it 
does‘: not come by donations and -. 
bequests of wealthy Catholics. 


The wondér of our times is the. 
stability of investments made by 
financial institutions or by banks 
in parochial or diocesan property. 
But it certainly cannot be assumed 
that the Catholic Church in any 
country can remain a Rock of Gib- 
raltar from the material point of 
view under any and all conditions. 
Banks in every large city have 
Protestant churches on their hands 
because of frozen mortgages 
which they hold against them. The 
Catholic Church holds-.a far better 
record, but if our Catholic people 
do not make extraordinary sacri- 
fices they too must incur the hu- 
miliation of seeing many parishes, 
as well as dioceses, becoming in- 
solvent, 


Both Bishop and pastor, there- 
fore, must expect the employed to

CHURCH IN U. S. 
RECORDS YEAR 
OF PROGRESS 


Economic Depression Fails to Re- 
tard Growth of Religious Insti- 
tutions—Outstanding Achieve- 
ments of 1932 Cited—Bishops 

Lead In Crusade of Relief 
and Social Justice—World 
Peace Program Advanced 


In spite of an economic depres- 
sion without parallel in the coun- 
try’s history, the work of the 
Catholic “Church in the United 
States went forward during the 
year 1932 with great vigor and 
was attended by laudable achieve- 
ments. 

The Catholic population of the 
United States proper was given as 
20,236,391, in The Official Catholic 
Directory for the year, an increase 
of 21,293 over 1931. The number 
of converts was given as 40,269, 
or 741 more than in the preceding 
year. The Directory also listed 
28,297 members of the clergy, or 
433 more than the preceding year, 
and placed the number of churches 
and missions at 18,152, The 172 
seminaries listed represented an 
increase of 27 in one year. 

Five members of the Hierarchy 
died in 1932, and one resigned his 
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terests, individual miseries and 
mortal miseries—that it should not 
only not hear these notes, but, in- 
stead, those of high spirituality 
and of a strong recall to the life 
and interests of souls, of the dig- 
nities and preciousness of these 
souls in the Blood and Grace of 
Christ, of the fraternity of all men 
divinely united in the same Blood, 
of the saving mission of the Church 
toward humanity, of all other holy 
thoughts and holy elevations which 
cannot disassociate themselves 
from the Divine deeds which will be 
the object of this centenary, how- 
ever little attention the spirit pays 
them. 


Proclamation of Jubilee Year 


And in order that our celebration 
not consist in fleeting acts, and that 
all souls, even the busiest, find 
time and manner for profiting from 
it to the necessary extent, We dis- 
pose that the celebration itself take 
place during an entire year, a year 
which from now on We proclaim 
a Holy Jubilee so that the celebra- 
tion may gain the greatest possi- 
ble value in prayer, @xpiation, pro- 
pitiation, holy indulgences and re- 
form of life. 

Of all this, our days have such 
particular need, in the midst of so 
many tribulations, in so much for- 
getfulness of the eternal, in so 
much paganism which pervades 
life, in so much pursuit of pleasure, 
of worldly things and of money 
which is abused in one way and an- 
other. 

To take into account, on one 
hand, the probabilities, however 
slight, with reference to the year 
thirty-four; and on the other, to 
give the necessary time to the Epis- 
copacy, to the clergy and to the 
faithful for the opportune, in fact 
necessary, preparation, We dispose 
that the announced Year of Holy 
Jubilee run from April 2, 1933, 
Passion Sunday, until April 2, 
1934, the second feast of Easter. 

We shall direct Our attention, 
with the beginning of the New) 
Year, to the publication of the doc- 
uments and instructions to be used.

has been for the Catholic Church 
at large a period of remarkable 
vigor and achievement in its work 
to lead souls to Christ. At the 
same time it has seen a number of 
outstanding events which will live 
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in history for years to come. 

Twin problems which the Church 
met with particular zeal and energy 
during the year were these: Bring- 
ing about Christian social justice 
to eradicate the evils which have 
plunged the world into unparalleled. 
depression; and meeting the acute 
demands for relief brought forward 
by the world crisis. His Holiness 
Pope Pius XI set a practical and 
vigorous example in this connec- 
tion, not only by his repeated in- 
sistehce that the world turn again 
to God and that the dignity of 

man be recognized and respected, 
but also by his courageous pres- 
sing forward with Vatican City 
construction projects. to provide 
employment for as many men as 
possible. 

This brilliant example was 
quickly followed by .§ Catholics 
throughout the world, In virtually 
every land, Bishops, priests and 
laity re- echoed again and again the 
principles of Papal Encyclicals, 
and wherever possible, created 
work for unemployed men, Two 
instances which came strikingly to 
public attention were the great 
church building program fostered 
by the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Paris, largely to give work to the 
unemployed, and the cick ig pro- 


gram carried out in the United 
States. 


American Catholics ‘challenged 
public indifference with highly 
successful meetings sponsored by 
the Catholic Conference on Indus- 
trial Problems in all sections of 
the country. 


With the United States, like the 
rest of the world, gripped in the 
economic depression, the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference is- 
sued, on April 8, a statement point- 
ing out that “long. continued crisis 
through which we are passing 
should make all the more evident 
the need of the supernatural.” 
“Only the. man of Faith,” the 
statement declared, “can recognize, 
the hand of God upon the world.’ 
The man without faith, helpless, 
and bewildered, has no explana- 
tion.” 


Meantime a new ‘appreciation of: 
the Church’s marvelous agencies. 
for Christian Charity came about 
as groups like the St. Vincent de. 
Paul Societies gathered and ex- 
pended millions to alleviate the 
suffering of the poor. 


Another development was the 
formation of the Catholic League 
for Social Justice whose members 
take a pledge to inform themselves- 
‘thoroughly on the Catholic doctrine

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HAVE SYMPATHY FOR YOUR PASTOR 


Your parish church is yours and not your pastor’s, 
and if you want it kept in repairs, to be heated, properly 
insured, evidently it is the collective obligation of the 
parish people to supply the necessary funds. If your 
church is burdened with a debt, this debt would become 
larger each year, even though it were not directly added 
to, if it be not actually reduced. It would become larger 
because of the natural depreciation in the buildings, 
against which business men usually charge from 2% to 
3% of their total cost. During the past three years 
church property has depreciated far faster than that. 


Therefore, do not criticize your pastor too much, if 
he presses you to pay up your church dues for the year 
1932, or if he talks strongly for a big collection next 
Sunday or the Sunday after. He is talking not for 
himself, but for you. He well realizes that those who 
have no job and no money stored away, either in a bank 
or in a stocking, cannot give, and he does not intend to 
administer a scolding to them. But he has a right to 
expect better support than in the past from those who 
have employment or investments, even though they had 
taken losses on the latter. : 

Yes, it is hard to say: “Pay up”, at this time; but 
suppose your pastor did not emphasize this duty. A 
new debt would be added to a debt which is already 
too large because of borrowing, and no provision would 
be made for necessary repairs and replacements. 


The man of faith will not imagine that he is out 
just as much money as he gives to the Church, especially 
if the motive behind his giving be a worthy one. He 
would give to this cause even if he had to deprive him- 
self of some innocent pleasure or recreation, such as a 
show, a golf game, a party. Sacrifice money always 
carries the greatest merit with it; it wins a special 
blessing from Him, Who has declared that not even a 
cup of cold water, given in His Name, would go without 
reward.

In the winter oyster suppers were 
our piece de resistance. We had 
the usual menu: rich soup, fried 
oysters, catsup, crackers, celery, 
picealilli, bread and butter, some- 
times. French fried potatoes, and 
always delicious coffee, of a good 
quality and sufficiently strong, with 
plenty of cream to make it mellow. 
Usually we had big bowls of salad, 
made of shredded cabbage, very 
crisp, chopped sweet pickles, boiled 
eggs, and mixed with old-fashioned 
boiled mayonnaise, amply flecked 
with celery seed. This slaw was 
garnished with sliced hard-hoiled 
eggs, and made further inviting by 
sprigs of parsley or the bowls were 
lined with crisp lettuce. ‘The dres- 
sing was made thick enough not to 
run! You may think undue em- 
phasis is laid on this salad. But 
properly made, though reasonable, 
it is one of the most popular dishes 
that you can offer to a crowd. 


Usually we had ice-cream and 
cake, but we didn’t lay in heavily 
on the desserts, for the reason that 
a lot of folks fancy a straight oys- 
ter supper, without sweet trim- 
mings. 

We had an orchestra in our So- 
dality. These amateur musicians 
were accustomed to practice one 
night a week, faithfully, and about 
four times a year we entertained 
the public. There were violin and 
vocal soloists, quartets, and some 
readings, to give variety to our or- 
chestral presentations. 


Our genial pastor loved music. 
On these musical evenings he 
beamed on everyone with a smile 
that simply would not fade. At the 
end he always made a speech. He 
was without shame in his flattery. 
To hear him tell the story, no 
grand opera nor symphony orches- 
tra could surpass his sodality girls. 

For. sodalists particularly inter- 
ested in things of the mind a liter- 
ary section was created. This cir- 
cle met once a week—in the after- 
noon. We were a leisurely group 
in those days, down south, and few 
.of us had business careers as the 
girls do now.°>, But you could or- 
ganize your literary department 
and have evening meetings. Our 
pastor-director attended regularly 
the meetings of this branch of the 
Sodality. As he was a gifted 
priest, with a remarkable memory,

her teeth were mostly missing, an 
she was-short in stature and large 
in circumference. But what differ- 
ence these physical accidentals? 
Every last one of us loved her. 
When she died, mourning was uni- 
versal. This jolly, kind and good- 
humored woman was never so rush- 
ed with her needle that she failed 
to respond to the Mass bell each 
morning, the call for May and Oc- 
tober devotions in the evenings, and 
was on hand for all Lenten and 
other special exercises. And as to 
missing a Sodality meeting! That 
would have been simply out of the 
question, if she were able to crawl. 

Our Sodality also had card. par- 
ties. We gave these in the church 
hall, which cost us nothing. In 
those days we charged 25c per 
head and invited mixed crowds, and 
big ones. We arranged for our 
guests to play bridge, five hundred, 
euchre and bunco. We usually had 
one of these card parties as a Mar- 
di-gras celebration, and we dressed 
for this festivity in approved man- 
ner. Lemonade and cookies, or hot 
Aocolate and wafers, were our re- 
freshments. 

Perhaps your pastor is not op- 
posed to a well-conducted dance. 
Our religious chief did not thus ap- 
prove. He had a special problem 
to meet in his two parishes—the 
colored and the white —- with 
churches across from each other. 
For reasons best known to himself 
he did not desire his colored people 
to have dances and in a desire tc 
be non-discriminating, he barred 
the pleasure for both white and 
colored. 

But if you desire, and your pas- 
tor approves, a dance now and then 
would no doubt arouse the interest 
of your younger members. Ap- 
point an enthusiastic, experienced 
chairman for your dance, use good 
judgment in the selection of your 
patrons and patronesses, price your 
tickets: $1.00 a couple; engage a 
good orchestra, and use your 
ehurch hall if it is large enough— 
or perhaps you can rent the 
Knights of Columbus’ hall.

Hence, if the of- 
ficers are to be successful in their 
functioning, they must see to it 
that members are held together by 
friendly ties, happy memories, and 
mutual human interests as well as 
similar spiritual beliefs and en- 
deavors.

Request for Medical Book 


Mrs. A. J. K. 
New York. 


Sorry, but it is out of my pro- 
vince to recommend a medical book 
for family reference. The only safe 
thing for you to do is to consult 
some doctor of good standing and 
repute. The information you might 
rain from a volume compiled for 
the general public would be super- 
icial and often misleading. Any 
xther book would be too technical 
ind difficult for the laity to under- 
stand. 

So select a conscientious doctor 
and permit him to prescribe and 
advise. If you delve in symptoms 
(which may be merely reflex pains) 
you may get far off the track. 
There is also the danger of becom- 
Ing too introspective and develop- 
ing neurasthenia. Then your doc- 
tor would have a hard time restor- 
ing you to a normal state! 

Remember, a little knowledge is 
a dangerous thing, and this is par- 
ticularly true with the practice of 
medicine. The human body was 
marvelously designed by the Crea- 
tor. To understand it one must 
have devoted long and serious 
study to the subject. Qualification 
for the profession, then prepara- 
tion, and finally experience, are 
the three things necessary to make 
a good physician. 

I would suggest that you DO 
NOT try to diagnose and doctor 
your ailments nor those of your 
family. 


BUT THE WHOLE ONE

Pasteur to be Honored 
At 1933 World’s Faw; 
Achievements Lauded 


Chicago.—Louis Pasteur, great 
Catholic scientist, will be signally 
honored at Chicago’s 1933 World’s 
Fair, an official announcement from 
the administrative group stated re- 
eently. The announcement, which 
couples with it a high tribute’ to 
Pasteur and his services to man- 
kind, is as follows: 

“Louis Pasteur, whose dis- 
coveries have probably resulted in 
the saving of more human lives 
than the work of any other man, 
will be honored by the scientific 
world at Chicago’s 1983 World’s 
Fair—a Century of Progress. 

“A memorial 
great French bacteriologist will be 
established in the Exposition’s Hall 
of Science as part of an interna- 
tional exhibition of. medicine, it 
was.announced yesterday by Ex- 
position officials. 

“In this exhibit, which will oc- 
cupy a space of 20 by 20 feet, will 
be shown the original apparatus 
that Pasteur employed to disprove 
the story of spontaneous genera- 
tion. 

“There will be a diorama of 
Pasteur’s own laboratory and an 
illuminated map of the world, 20 
by 12 feet, showing the location of 
Pasteur Institutes. Adorning the 
walls will be portraits of Pasteur 
and his associates. 

“The immediate effect of his re- 
search was to save first the silk 
industry of southern France, then 
its beer and wine industries. The 
tiny organisms which had been de- 


ing the beer and wine were at last 
discovered, 

“The larger effect was to bring 
into. existence not only the modern 
method of ‘pasteurizing’ milk, and 
other fluids by heating them until 
the harmful bacteria were destroy- 
ed, but also modern methods of 
preventing and fighting disease by 
inoculation. Pasteur 
for applying this new technique to 
the treatment and prevention of 
disease sprang up all over the 
wrld. The number of fatalities 
from hydrophobia dropped to less 
than 1 per cent. Tubercular infec- 
tion arising from the use of raw 
milk was banished wherever pas- 
teurization was introduced.”

Denies Ban On Bible 
By Catholic Church 


NEW YORK CITY.—Declaring 
that the Roman Catholic Church 
has never forbidden its members 
to read the Bible, the Rev. John 
Corbett recently protested against 
the “widespread and calumnious” 
accusations concerning the Church’s 
stand on the Scriptures. 


Father Corbett said that not 
only does the Church not withhold 
the Bible from its communicants 
but it constantly urges them to 
read it as a daily spiritual exer-

“The Church imposes only one 
restriction,” Father Corbett said,

read only translations approved by 
the Bishop of the diocese or by 
the Holy Father himself.

halt tooth decay. 


| Tooth decay, known to medicine 
as dental caries, is primarily due 
'to lack of phosphorus and vitamin 
D in the diet, it has been definite-

conducted by Dr. R. Gordon Agnew, 
of the faculty of West China Union 


| University. | 


Under the auspices and with 
approval of His Grace, Archbishop 


Neil McNeil, of Toronto, observa-| 


tions which strongly confirm these 
laboratory findings are now under- 
way in three local Catholie insti- 
tutions: St. John’s Industrial 
School, Carmelite Sisters of the 
Divine Heart, and the Sacred 
Heart Institution and Children’s 
Home. A Protestant institution, 
the Loyal True Blue and Orange 
Home, is also participating. For 
a period of a year, 350 children in

If a Catholic were married 
while in the state of mortal 
sin would his marriage be a 
valid one? 

Yes, Matrimony is a sacra- 
ment of the living and should 
be entered into only by those 
who are in the state of grace, 
but to enter into marriage in 
the state of grave sin does not 
in any way invalidate the 
marriage. 

May a widow who wishes 
to marry again be married at 
the altar with a nuptial Mass? 

No. The nuptial Mass ‘and 
blessing may not be hadifthe 
woman, for whom the blessing 
is especially intended, has al- 
ready received this blessing 
in a former marriage. The 
marriage, however,. may be 
performed at the altar, and 
the regular Mass for the day 
will be said. 

What conditions must be 
observed by a person 
wishes to be a practical mem- 
ber of the Catholic Church? 

There are four. conditions 
which must be fulfilled if one 
wishes to be a practical mem- 
ber of the Catholic Church. 
Such a person must first of 
all have faith. Of this condi- 
tion Christ said: “Without 
faith it is impossible to please 
God” (Hebr. XI, 6). Secondly, 
he must be baptized. Of this 
requisite the Savior said to 
Nicodemus: “Unless a man 
be born again of water and 
the Holy Ghost, he cannot en- 
ter into the kingdom of heav- 
en” (St. John iii, 5). Keeping 
the commandments is the 
third requisite. “If thou wilt 
enter into life, keep the com- 
mandments’” (St. Matt. xix, 
17). The last condition is the 
proper use of the means of 
grace. These means of grace 
are the sacraments. Man needs 


who 


God’s help to attain his eternal 
salvation, and this help will 
be given to him in proportion 
as he freely makes use of the 


}means of grace which Christ 
has instituted and taught us 
to use. 


Will “you please give me 
some information about the 
growth of the Catholic Church 
in Scotland at thepresent time? 
I have heard that the number 
of Catholics is increasing 
steadily in proportion to the 
total population. Is this true? 

The Catholic Church is 
making rapid advances in 
Scotland today. Two hundred 
years ago, according to a re- 
port to Propaganda, there 
were only 14,000-Catholics in 
all Scotland. At the present 
time more than 20,000 Catho- 
lic children are baptized each 
year, and there are at least 
600,000 Catholics in Scotland. 
There are approximately 450 
churches and chapels, 262 or- 
ganized missions, convents 
and monasteries have again 
become centers of religious 
activity and more than 200 
Catholic schools, most of them 
subsidized by State funds and 
local rates, help to spread the 
light of the Catholic faith. 
There are also more than 700 
priests who minister to the 
needs of their growing flocks. 

At the present time the 
Catholic population is concen- 
trated in a few large cities, 
but some headway is also be- 
ing made in other cities 
throughout Scotland. 

It is true that the Catholic 
population is increasing in 
proportion to the general 
population of Scotland. The 
last census showed an actual 


decline in the population of

St. Pius V, a Dominican, in a 
eae ontifical document called 
omanum”, which he issued 
June 21, 1571, restricted the can- 
onical erection of the Holy Name/en 
Society to the Dominican Order. 
Since that time a charter or dip- 
loma must be obtained from the 
Master General of the Dominicans 
at Rome for the erection of the 
Society. (In the United States 
these diplomas are obtained 
through the National Bureau of the 
Holy Name Society, New York 
City.) 
St. Pius V loved to call the Holy 
Name Society the “Confraternity 
of the Holy Name of God.” He 


One of the greatest lay champions 
of the Holy Name movement under 
his pontificate was King Philip I 
of Spain, who caused the. Society 
to be established throughout his 
dominions, the same as his father 
Charles V did before him. 

In 1568 Pius V revised the “of- 
fice” of the Holy Name of which 
Bernardine de Bustis, the renown- 
ed Franciscan, was the author.— 
In his constitution “Cum Primum”, 
Pius ‘V admonishes the faithful to 
bow the head at the mention of 
the Holy Name of Jesus. 

The “Acts of the Dominicans 
Chapters” held under the pontifi- 
eate of Pius V in 1571, contain nu- 
merous regulations and admoni- 
tions insisting upon the continua- 
tion of zeal in propagatmg the 
Holy Name Confraternity every- 
where. The Society was then 
called “Confraternity of the Name 
of God”, and was also known as 
“Confraternity of Oaths.” 


BIOGRAPHY OF ST. PIUS V. 


St. Pius V was born at Bosco, 
Italy, January 17, 1504. His fam- 
ily name was Michele Ghisleri. He 
joined. the Dominican Order and 
lived an austere life. Pope Paul H 
created him Cardinal and named|oO 
him inquisitor general for all 


IV he was elected pope and was 
crowned at the Mimerva, the World 
Headquarters of the Holy Name 
Society, in 1566. He had chosen 
this church as his titular church 
as Cardinal and, thereby, this 
church was for the first time ad- 
mitted into the number of Titular 
Churches. The late Cardinal Farley 
of New York had ‘this title con- 
ferred upon him. At present the 
title is held by Cardinal Seraphini 
of Rome. 

Pius V,-in his charity, visited 
the sick in the hospitals, consoled 
them, and prepared them for death. 
He washed the feet of the lepers 
and embraced them, which act, it 
is related, caused the conversion |‘ 
of an English nobleman who also 
saw the pope kiss the foot of a 
poor leper. With his friend- St. 
Charles Borromeo he brought about 
many reforms among: the clergy, 
bishops and cardinals. He cham- 
pioned the cause of the Holy Name 
Society and supported the missions 
in the New World. He gave much 


ing of the evil lives that some of 
the European settlers were lead- 
ing in the New World, he wrote 
to the Kings of Spain and Portugal 
to encourage them to propagate 
the Catholic

to Cardinal Spinosa, Minister of 
Philip II of Spain, in this regard.

Feastday Are Noted 


New York.—In anticipation of 
the Feast of the Holy Name, 
which occurs on January 2, and of 
its celebration by the society on 
Sunday, January 8, the Rev. 
Thomas F. Conlon, 0. P., national 
director of the Holy Name Society, 
at the society’s national headquar- 
ters here, calls attention to the 
privileges enjoyed by canonically 
established Holy Name Societies in 
the United States regarding the ob- 


servance of the feast day. 


Father Conlon emphasizes that} 
by reason of the special indult 
granted the American Holy Name 
Societies by the Sacred Congre- 
gation of Rites, on October 23, 
1929, every canonically establish- 
ed Holy Name unit in the United: 
States is permitted to solemnize 
the Feast of the Holy Name on the 
second Sunday of January. 


Parishes, which have never been 
provided with a diploma of canon- 
ical establishment from the nation- 
al headquarters here, are not per- 
mitted to use this privilege, he re- 
minds. 

Father Conlon further points 
out that even in parishes where 
the Holy Name Society has been 
canonically established, but where 
for one reason or another it has 
ceased to exist, this privilege can- 
not be used unless the Society is 
again called into being.

A letter written by Pope Pius 
blessing, praising and recommend- 
ing the newly organized society 
“Friends of the Catholic University 
of America” was read on a nation- 
wide radio broadcast in the United 
States in which the Catholic Uni- 
versity was the sole topic discussed. 


Catholic school pupils continued 
to distinguish themselves in na- 
tional and international competi- 
tions in 1932. Georges Pol Domine, 
of France, won the 1932 Interna- 
tional Oratorical contest in Wash- 
ington, marking the fifth time that 
a Catholic pupil has won this con- 
re in the seven years it has been 
held. 


Complying with the wishes of the 
Holy Father, Catholics throughout 
the world displayed a greatly in- 
tensified interest and activity in the 
promotion of world peace. An 
event of exceptional importance 
took place at Geneva during the 
International Disarmament Confer- 
ence, when a group of women head- 
ed by Mme. F. Steenberghe-Enger- 
ingh, President of the International 
Union of Catholic Women’s Lea- 
gues, and ineluding Miss Mary G. 
Hawks, of the United States, Pre- 
sident of the National Council of 
Catholic Women, presented a reso- 
lution asking for “an appreciable 
reduction of armaments.” The peti- 
tion was indorsed by 25,0000,000 
Catholic women. At another time, 
one million Catholics of Czechoslo- 
vakia joined in a plea for disarma- 
ment, 


The financial strain under which 
the people of the Archdiocese of

Of particular significance in the 
United States during 1932 was the 
conduct of a presidential campaign 
in which religious bigotry, rampant 
in the same campaign of four years 
before, was noticeably absent. The 
year also saw the United States ob- 
serving the bi-centennial of the 
birth of George Washington, and 
Catholics took a large part in these 
celebrations. A Catholic priest who 
is a collateral descendant of the 
First President—the Rev. Richard 
Blackburn Washington — was a 
prominent figure. 

Despite unusually heavy burdens 
which the depression placed upon 
their own institutions, Catholics of 
the United States contributed up- 
wards of $300,000 to home mission- 
ary activities. 

The Church centinued to endure 
severe persecution in several quar- 
ters, notably Mexico, Spain and 
Russia. 


Events of 1932 prove beyond a 
doubt that Catholicity and Mon- 
archism are not synonymous in 
Spain. The uprising in Aygust was 
purely a militaristic rebellion and

' The suspension of .El Debate, 
leading daily of Madrid, and other 
Catholic papers in the provinces, 
last Spring, resulted in loss of 
prestige to the Government and 
drew condemnation from liberals at 
home and abroad. 

The year closes with a proposed 
law on “Confessions and Religious 
Congregations” under consideration 
by the Cortes which, while it re- 
cognized the juridical personality of 
the Church, presents the anomaly 
of limiting unjustly her juridical 
integrity and interfers unduly 
with her interior life. 

The outstanding events in Mexico 
were the deportation of the Most 
Rev. Francisco Orozco y Jimmez, 
Archbishop of Guadalajara, the 
| passage of laws in the Federal Dis- 
trict and the various States limit- 
ing the number of priests, an ex- 
clusive power conferred upon the 
State legislatures by Article 130 of 
the Constitution of 1917; the denial 
of 60,000 amparos against the un- 
reasonable limitation of priests in 
the Federal District; the election 
and inauguration of Abelardo L. 
Rodriguez as substitute constitu- 
tional President of Mexico; the de- 
liberate misinterpretation of the 
Papal Encyclical, Acerba Animi; 
the subsequent exiling of the Most 
Rev. Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to Mexico, on Octo- 
ber 6, and the adention of a birth 
control and sterilization law in 
Vera Cruz. 

Persecutions of priests, religious 
and laymen continue, property is 
confiscated and the laicizing of edu- | * 
eation is tending towards commun- 
ism. In the face of all this, Catho- 
lies, at the direction of the Hierar- 
chy, are following a policy of peace- 
ful submission, under protest, to 
the laws and appeal through legiti- 
mately constituted channels. 

The celebration of the fourth cen- 
tenary of the shrine at Guadalupe, 
which came to a close in December, 
1931, was made the pretext for in- 
ereased persecution. The Encyclical 
Acerba Animi continued to stress 
the Church’s policy of peace, but 
before the text of the Encyclical 
was in the hands of the Mexican 
authorities, plans were under way 
for the expulsion of the Apostolic 
Delegate. 


| Great Gathering at Lille | 


The Semaine Sociale, held at 
Lille, attracted a record audience 
of more. than 2,500 persons from 
every section of France and even 
from northern Africa. In addition 
to these there were some 200 for- 
eign delegates representing 18 dif- 
ferent countries. .In the opening 
religious ceremony, His Eminence 


}Achille Cardinal Leinart, Bishop 


of Lille, defined the special duty of 
Catholies—that of universal co- 
eration, cooperation of employers 
and employes im the profession, co- 
operation among citizens in the 
nation, and cooperation among the 
nations of the world. 

Catholic delegates to the League 
of Nations attended the religious 
ceremonies with which the Inter- 
national Catholic Week at Geneva 
was opened last October. “Moral 
Disarmament” was the topic for|. 
discussion and speakers pointed out 
that the Christian law of charity 
applies to nations as well as to in- 
dividuals. 

A notable document of the year 
was the inspiring pastoral issued 
by the Catholic Hierarchy of Scot- 
land, calling for concerted action 
to combat the communist campaign,

His Holiness said last May, when 
he received in audience at Rome 
the Most Rev. Edward J. Hanna, 
Archbishop of San Francisco and 
Chairman of the Administrative 
Committee, N. C. W. C. The Holy 
Father told Archbishop Hanna that 
he wished every development and 
ot rogress for the N. C. W. C., and 
lessed with his whole heart all its 
members and all who cooperate in 
any way with its activity. 


His Emimence Raphael Cardinal 
Rossi, Secretary of the Sacred Con- 
sistorial Congregation, commended 
the achievements of the American 
Bishops and the zeal of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference.

The Feast of the Circumcision 


Dear Boys and Girls: 


Last year—or the year before, 
maybe—no matter how high you 
stood on your tip-toes, and no mat- 
ter how hard you stretched, you 
just couldn’t reach that top shelf— 
or was it the highest row of hooks, 
could you? But now you ¢an reach 
it “just as easy”. 


Well, that’s the way it is with 
words. Sometimes they seem so 
strange and big and hard that we 
think we never will be able to un- 
derstand them. Then we get a 
little older, and the word means a 
little more to us; still older, and 
it means still more, So don’t fret 
too much today about this strange, 
big word, “Circumcision”. You 
will learn more every time you see 
it, and some day you will under- 
stand all about it. 


Right now it may help to. know 
that it means a kind of ceremony 
which the Jewish people had when 
they named their baby boys— 
something like a christening now- 
adays. 

And the little Jewish boy we 
hear about today is none other than 
our own Lord Jesus. We celebrate 
the day when this name was given 
to Him, because the name “Jesus” 
means “savior,” and we are happy 
that Jesus came down to earth to 
Save us from our sins and open the 
gates of Heaven for us. 


It is a good time, too, to learn 
more about the Jewish people, for 
you will hear much more about 
them. 


You remember how the dreadful 
sin of Adam and Eve shut the 
gates of Paradise and kept all the 
people in the world away from the 
light and holiness of God. So some 
people did not care whether they 
pleased God or not. .They grew 
very wicked. Some even forgot 
that there was a real, true God. 
They thought that there were many 
gods, like fire or thunder, or the 
sun. 

Now, such people would never 


a 
know Jesus (Who is God;-too, like 
Wis Heavenly Father) when He 
came down on earth to save them. 

So God the Father called a good 
man, Abraham, and talked to him 
something like this: “I am the 
Lord God. You know that I am the 
only real, true God. You must tell 
all your family about Me, and they 
must tell their children and grand- 
children. You and all your people 
must always believe in Me and 
honor Me and do everything I tell 
you. If you do this, I will give you 
many blessings. I will protect you 
in times of danger; your fam’, 
will grow into a mighty nation; 
and from among your people will 
be born My Son, Jesus, Who is to 
save the world.” 

Now Abraham was a Jew, and 
so the Jewish people are often 
ealled the “chosen people,” oF 
God’s people.” And so Jesus is 
sometimes called “King of the 
Jews.” 

There are many stories of the 


‘Jewish people; of how they kept 
i the word of the one true God; of 
how God saved them from many 
dangers; and of how, after long 
years, a Jewish maiden, named 
Mary, became the mother of Jesus, 

Some of these stories you know 
‘already; some I will tell you in 
‘our letters; and some you can read 
for yourself in a book of Bible 
istories—all about Abraham, Isaac, 
land Jacob, Joseph, Moses and 
David.
